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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-4 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claim 1 has an 
infixed table lamp with displaceable and changeable number of lamps comprising : base, 
dimmer, plural lampshades, plural light bulbs in lampshades, a plug and conducting support 
tubes mounted on base wherein tubes extend upwards mutually paralleled, tubes connected to 
output terminal of dimmer, infixing mount is on a base of each lampshade, and infixing grooves 
in two side of bottom surface of each infixing mounts with grooves corresponding with 
conducting support tubes; conducting terminals are within each of infixing grooves and 
conducting terminals connect to voltage input terminal of each light bulb / lampshade 
combination. This combination of limitations is not found or taught in the art of record. 

Claims 2-4 depend from claim 1 and are allowable for the same reasons.
